CHRISTMAS ABROAD. 


THE ENGLISH CAPITAL GIVEN UP ro PREP- 
ARATIONS FOR THE HOLIDAY. 


Boxing Day—A Dinner to Hundreds of Lon- 
don’s. Poor Children — Literary and 
Dramatic Gossip—The German Crown 
Prince’s Condition—Fresh Developments 
in the Wilson Decoration Scandal— 
Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, December 24.—The weather this 
Christmas tide mustadd another to the long 
series of disappointments to the purveyors of 
Christmas annuals whish brighten the book- 
stalis with their covers ot many hues, repre- 
senting winter landscapes with holly berries, 
and the ground afoot deep withsnow. The 
sky is alittle overcast, but there is no snow 
under foot, and the temperature is mild, like 
that of April. This will not prevent the ob- 
servance of to-morrow as the great holiday of 
the year throughout England, although the lst 
of January is more important. in Scotland and 
elsewhere. The London markets afford a 
pretty sight with their small forests of green- 
ery intended to serve to decorate even the 
humblest homes. Workingmen may be seen 
trudging home like Jacks in green; others 
with bags and baskets with a goose’s head or 
a couple of claws peeping out. The consump- 
tion of these things is prodigious, so 
much 80 that a large portion 
of the supply of poultry, and also of 
holly and mistletoe, comes from abroad. 
The retail shop-keeper wil] be kept hard at 
work till late to-night and early to-morrow 
morning, but inthe city business is practi- 
cally suspended already, until Wednesday 
morning. There are crowds at the railway 
stations going to the country to visit rela- 
tives. London, during the next three days, 
will engage in feasting and merry making, and 
the foreigner who comes over at such a time, 
like the late Theophile Gautier, may, as he 
said, nearly die of hunger but be in no dan- 
ger of dying of thirst. The bars never fail to 
open, although all public institutions, inciud- 
ing the British Museum, and Libraries and 
Art Galleries, are rigorously closed. Christ- 
mas Day will be observed by the workmen 
much like Sunday. Their great day is Box- 
ing day,’’ or the day after Christmas, when 
they crowd public conveyances to visit the 
theatres. To secure seats in the gallery of 
Drury Lane on ‘‘Boxing’’ night, they wait 
patiently 

TEN HOURS OUTSIDE THE DOORS. 

Happy. of late years, cases of drunkeness 
are fewer than formerly.

By the increased number of teetotalers, 
he replied. ‘‘Every sect, nowadays, has a 
temperance society connected with it, and the 
humber of members has rapidly increased. 
The education act of 1870, also, no doubt, has 
some influence in tuis direction, and the Pea- 
body and other model artisans’ dwellings have 
increased the number of comfortabie homes, 
and help to rob bars of their attraction.’’ 

As police magistrates have so many oppor- 
tunities of seeing the seamy side of London 
life, I have no doubt he wasright in his con- 
clusions. It is sad to think there is so much 
digtress here this Christmas amidst the re- 
joicing? . This distress existe only among the 
lowest class. The wages of artisans have ap- 
parently not fallen, and the income of the tax 
returns show that persons earning £150 per 
annum and upwards are better off than ever. 
It is satisfactory to think that the chgritable 
agencies were never so numerous, and it may 
safely be said that there is nobody, man, wo- 
man or child, in London who will not be able 
to taste beef and pudding to-morrow if he 
chooses. At Victoria Hall, Clement Scott, the 
well-known writer and critic, gives a dinner to 
hundreds of poor children to-nizht. The 
children will be waited upon by Toole anda 
number of other eminent actors, who bustle 
about and cause great amusement every year 
in the capacity of waiters. This is only one 
of the innumerable gatherings of this kind in 
the next few days. 

A GREAT QUESTION. 

The great question of the day in artisticcircles 
here is ‘‘do actors really feel emotions, oronly 
depict them?’’ The question, which is not a 
new theme, is treated in Dideroth’s ‘‘Para- 
dox About Actors,’’ wherein he decided that 
they must keep quite calm personally, and 
not allow themselves to be carried away with 
sensibility like the audience.

THE GERMAN CROWN PRINCE, 


Favorable Condition of the Patient—De. 
scription of the New Growth. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, December 24.—The British Medical 
Journal stated yesterday: We are pleased 
to be in position to confirm on the highest 
authority, the comparatively favorable re- 
ports relative to the condition of the Crown 
Prince, that have appeared during the past 
few days. Sir Morell Mackenzie found a 
pale, smooth growth about the size of a split 
pea on the middle ofthe free edge of the left 
ventricular band of the false vocal cord. The 
shape of the growth resembled a squat obe- 
Iisk. the base being attached to the ventricu- 
lar band, and the apex projecting inward. The 
whole ofthe false cord was slightly swollen 
and buiged towards the median line. The 
other growth, situated lower down, the ap- 
pearance of which caused so much alarm 
some weeks ego, has, as we were able to an- 
nounce last week, a cicatrix on its surface, 
and what is still more important, it is much 
reduced in size. The Urown Prince said a few 
days ago that his throat had not felt so en- 
tirely well during the last twelve months as it 
did at present. His Imperial Highness is in 
excellent spirics, and altogether the case, in 
Sir Morell Mackenzie’s opinion, looks more 
hopeful. We need scarcely point out, how- 
ever, that i¢ would be rash to attach too much 
importance to the present favorable state of 
things in acase in which nothing seems to 
happen but the unexpected and the erratic 
course of which has already more than once 
baffied the foresight of the most experi- 
enced.’’

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BANANA PEDDLERS MUST GO, 
A Decision of Great Interest to Dealers on 
Broadway and Franklin Avenue. ; 


Shortly after noon-to-day Judge Noonan 
rendered his decision in the case of Antonio 
Gaito, which involves the validity of the 
banana peddlers’ ordinance. He deolares the 
ordinance valid and sustains the fine imposed 
in the Police Court. The opinion handed 
down by the Court ig as follows: 

Oity of St. Louis vs. Antonio Gaito. Appeal 
from Second District Police Court: The evi- 


dence in this case shows that the defendant 
was a licensed eddler or a hawker; 
that prior to e ance of his 
license city ordinance, section 1603, as 
amended, was 13 Date of approval 
July 12, 1887. That the defendant violated 
this ordinance by stopping and offering for 
sale his wares, vis., bananas, from a cart within 
the prohibited territorial limite, and 
the hours prohibited by the ordinance. 
uestion arises: Is the ordinance valid? If so, 
the defendant is guilty; if not, he must be- 
discharged. At first blush, the defendant's 
sition, that the ordinance is invalid, seems 
nable. It is contended that the city charter, 
article 3, section 26, subdivision 5th, contains 
the power to pass the ordinance in question to 
prescribe the limite within which the traffic 
should be carried on to license, tax, regulate 
or suppress hawkers, peddiers, etc. his 
— is, I think, a regulation of this 
trade. 
Is it a reasonable regulation? 
This ordinance is the result of an express 
grant of 1 in the city charter to the 
unicipal Assembly. Restrictions created by 
it are in force only between 8 a, m. and 6 p. 
m., and within a crowded business district of 
the city where 
constant use 
above named for traffic, and within which the 
great mercantile interests ofthe city are lo- 
cated. The ordinance in question seeks to 
free from obstruction and _ interruptions 
the district described in the ordinance be- 
tween the hours named above. I cannot say 
that this ordinance does not best promote the 
2 and welfare of the public, and I see 
no ground for holding that the ordinance is 
not reasonable and valid, or that it is un- 
equal or unduly restrains trade. It is proper 
t ordain certain routes to be followed b 
such vehicles as tend from the nature of their 
use, either to hinder traffic orto be offensive 
to passers- by. After citing several decisions, 
the opinion concludes: ‘‘1 declare the ordi- 
nance valid and find the defendant guilty for 
the violation ofit, and fix his punishment at 
a fine of $50. E. A. NOONAN, Judge.

Sketch of Mr. Manning. 


Daniel Manning was born in Albany in Aug- 
ust, 1831. At the early age of Ii he went to 
work on the Albany Argus, and with 
this paper he was connected during 
the rest of his active life. Steadily he rose in 
his work until he became a reporter. In this 
capacity he gained an insight into 
practical politics, and secured an 
acquaintance that later on was of 


invaluable service to him. In 186 he was 
raised to the position of associate editor of 
the Argus and in 1873 Mr. Manning took the 
helm of the paper as manager and editor- 
in-chief. When Gov. Tilden’s estar rose 
Mr. Manning’s went up too, and mach of Til- 
den’s success was due to the shrewd handling 
ofthe Democratic forces by the editor. 
He was a member of the Democratic 
State Committee in 1876, was ita Secretary 
in 1879 and 1880, and its,;chairman in 1881, 1882, 
1883 and 1884. He controlled the New York 
delegation to St. Louis in 1876, to Cincinnati in 
1880, and the policy of the Democratic party in 
New York

ly by Mr. Manning. In recognition of 
his political services he was given the of- 
fice of Secretary of the Treasury by Presi- 
dent Cleveland on his inauguration. The ill- 
ness that finally carried him off 
began to affect him shortly after his going 
to Washington, and about a year ago he gave 
up the duties of his position. He was 
for many years the Albany Di- 
rector of the Alban & Susquehanna 
Railroad, and in 1882 was elected President of 
the National Commercial Bank of Albany. As 
Secretary of the Treasury he favored the re- 
peal of the silver coinage act. He was twice 
married and leaves four children.

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’CHAS. GREEN TELLS SOME FACTS ABOUT 
THE RECENT ELECTION. 


Only Two of the Nine Directors of the St. 

Lou Gas-Light Company Legally Quall- 
fied—If the Mayor Does Not Apply to the 
Attorney-General to Have the Election 
Annulled, Mr. Green Will—Text of the 
Water-Gas Company’s Proposition to the 
Laclede—The *‘Post-Dispatch” Stirs Up a 
Hornets’ Nest. j 


The publication In the Post-DisPaTcH of 
the Gas Trust agreement, and later of 
the interview with President Thompson 
on the present status oft the gas 
question has stirred up a hornet’s nest. In 
his interview yesterday Mr. Thompson stated 
emphatically that the Boara of Directors of 
the St. Louis Gas-Light Company was not 
under control of the Philadelphia syndicate. 
He even went so far as to say 
that any one who said thatthe Directory was 
under the control of the Philadelphia Syndi- 
cate was either ignorant ora liar. Mr. Thomp- 
son also stated that Chss. Green was put in 
the directory some years ago by Mr. New 
man, and that before that time 
Mr. Green had had no interest in the com- 
pany. Mr. Thompson made several other 
statements regarding the management of the 
company and the changes in the Board of Di- 
rectors which had occurred at various 
times. 


Chas. Green, who was referred to once or 
twice yesterday by Mr. Thompson, takes ex- 
ceptions to what Mr. Thomson says,and in his 
reply to them lays bare some facts which are 
new and startling. 

CHAS. GREEN’S REPLY. 

Mr. Thompson’s interview is a tissue of 
mis-stataments,’’ said Mr. Green in answer to 
a query from a POS8T-DISPATCH reporter 
this afternoon. The fact of the 
matter is, there are only two men 
in the Board of Directors of the St. Louis 
Company who have any business there, and 
they are Mr. Nicholson and Mr. Rankin.

A CANINE MAIL-CARRBIER. 


How Dorsey“ Eefiects Honor Upon His 
Hydrophobic Race. 


From the San Jose (Cal.) Times. 

There is nowon exhibition gt Smith's jew- 
elry store a magnificent oil painting, 40x50 
inches, the central figure being a Scotch collie. 
The subject of the picture is known as Dorsey, 
and holds the distinction of being the only 
regularly employed canine mail-carrier in the 
world.. Dorsey has for upward of three years 
carried the mail between Calico, San Ber- 


nardino County, and Bismarck, a mining 
camp between three and four miles distant, 
over almost impassable wountains. Oalico, as 
many ot our readers know, is a stage station 
and has a post-office. Bismarck is without 
stage or post-office. Without the aid of the 
dog many a miner wonld have a hard time 
getting his mall, as the country is very rough 
and steep in most places, and most of the year 
the weather is very warm. Dorsey belongs to 
the Postmaster at Calico, and in his youth was 
not regarded as above the average pup. The 
picture shows himtobe about averea? size, 
with very intelligent eyes, black and white 
color, shaggy coat and bushy tail. The picture 
is made from a photograph, the dimen- 
sions of the dog, together with some of its 
hair, being sent to Mrs. Smith at her request, 
so as to have the picture true. The way the 
dog became a mail carrier was as follows: One 
day the Postmaster wanted to send word to 
his brother at Bismarck, but did not want to 
make the trip. It occurred to him to try the 
dog. He wrote a letter, tied it around the 
dog’s neck, poihted the animal’s nose towards 
Bismarck and told him to go. He trotted 
off a short distance and then 
turned about to see what else was 
wanted. Some of the small boys showered 
stones at him and be ranonto Bismarck. 
Next day be returned with an answer tied on 
his neck, nd he showed that he had been well 
treated. The experiment was repeated, each 
time with success and additional dignity on 
the partof the dog. As soon as it became 
known that Dorsey could be depended upon 
requests were constantly made by the miners 
to send their mail by him. The loads soon 
increased and it became evident that they 
could not tie on all the letters. The 
miners then ordered a handsome littié 
mail-bag and fitted it tothe dog’s shoulders. 
It is fastened around his chest by one 
strap, and around his body, back of his fore 
legs, by another. He has never missed a trip 
for aboutthree years or lost a letter. Now, 
when the stage comes in, he gets up, stretches 
himself, walks to the post-office, waits to have 
the mail strapped to bim, and starts off as 
boon as he is told allisready, He will makea 
long detour to avoid meeting a stranger, seem 
ing to realize the importance of bis mission. 
As might be «xpected, Dorsey is a great favor- 
ite with all who know him in that section. The 
picture shows the animal with the mall bag ou 
his b:.ck and his fore feet on a rock, as if he 
had just stopped to rest on his way up the side 
of a very rugged, desolate hiliside.

Mason and Dixon’s Line. 5 


From the Chicago Mail. 

Mason and Dixon’s Line originated (in a dis- 
pute between Lord Baltimore and William 
Penn regarding the boundary line of Penn’s 
additional grant from the crown. In 1682 Penn 


came to America himself to assist his ents 
in establishing his claim. Lord ailti- 
more disputed the line, and an arbitra- 
tion was agreed upon. Charles Mason 
and James Dixon, ‘‘mathematicians and 
surveyors,’’ of ndon, were wmétually 
agreed upon by the descendants of the orig- 
inal patentees. They began their work in 
1764, and finished it in 1767. It was, substan- 
tially, the line that separates Maryland, the 
Baltimore grant, from Pennsylvania, the Penn 
grant. This line ran along the parallel of lat- 
itude 89 degs. , 48 min., 26.3 sec. It settled the 
discussion that had prevailed for eighty years. 
The line was surveyed in 1849, and found 
to be nearly correct. Mason and Dixon sur- 
veyed westward 244 miles. Ateach fifth mile 
a stone was erected, engraved with the Balti- 
more arms ou one side and those of Penn on 
— other. Smaller stones were pla at each 
mile. 

There is a popular belief that the Mason and 
Dixon line was the dividing line between the 
free and slave States. This is not the case. 
Delaware was a slave State, and it lies both 
east and north of the line. The compromise 
slave line was agreed On in 1820, 
and fixed the northern limit of such 
slave States as should be admitted into the 
Union. Inthe original federation the free and 
slave line was at latitude 36 degrees 80 min- 
utes. 

The peculiar projection of Virginia—now of 
West Virzinia, known as the ‘‘pan-handle,’’ 
was caused by the Mason and Dixon survey. 
The separating line between slave and free 
States became known as Mason and Dixon's 
line,’’ beeause of contiguity to the original 
survey.

CHICAGO’s quo warranto proceeding 
against her gas trust“ is still in abey- 
ance, but the trust“ shows some signs of 
imitating Capt. Scorr's coon. It proposes 
as a peace offering to furnish gas all over 
the city at $1.25 per thousand and to the 
city herself at $1. Perhaps one reason for 
this concession is the offer of Mr. Bun- 
DETTE LOOMIS to build and operate works 
to manufacture and sella mixed water 
and coal gas at prices ranging from 
50 cents down to 25 cents, according 
to quantity used. In his process only 
cheap bituminous slack is used, and 
he claims that it produces a superior gas 
both for Uluminating and heating pur- 
poses, and also a generating gas with 
which electric machines can be run 80 
cheaply as to produce incandescent elec- 
tric lights as cheap as gasat$l. At the 
prices mentioned he offers the city three- 
fourths of the net profits, or if the city 
prefers to distribute the gas on its own 
account-he offers to deliver all the gas 
demanded in the holders at 15 cents for 
coal gas and 12 cents for water gas for a 
term of years, letting the city fix the price 
to consumers so that she can pay the cost 
of distribution and soon have enough over 
to pay for and own the works.

The wool-workers 
do not get much higher wages as 
compared with Engiand, asthe general aver- 
age. They get 42 per cent more, the uverage 
is 48.28 per cent. he workers in canned veg - 
Stables, who are not protected at all, get 250 per 
centmore. The tariff has not tncreased the 
number of laborers employed in wool at a 
rate equal to that in the increase of population, 
The increase from 1870 to 1880 was only from 15 
per cent to 17 per cent; that of population 
was 80 per cent while the cotton work- 
ers with less protection increased 50 per cent. 
Obviously, whatever effect the tariff had, it 
did not favorably influence the labor en- 

gaged under it.

THE BLOOD'STAINED FREIGHT CAR WHICH 
: ARRIVED IN NEW YORK. 


Eastern Detectives Unable to Give Any 
Plausible Explanation of the Case—What 
Chief of Police Huebler and Chief of 
Detectives O'Neill Find to Say of It—The 
Car Found and Traced—The Case in 
East St. Louis.

New Tonk, December %.—Big, burly Off- 
cer Goetz, who is stationed at the Erie Depot 
in Jersey Olty, walked into police headquarters 
in that city yesterday with a gunny sack 
thrown over his shoulder, He laid the bag 
down in the presence of Chief Murphy, and, 
reaching down into it, brought out some arti- 
cles of female wear blood-stained and ghastly 
in their suggestiveness. He told the Ohiet 
that they had been found in an empty freight 
car which had been rolled into the Erie yard, 
and he was satisfied that there was a Dig mys- 
tery connected with this discovery. Reaching 
down he drew from the bag a white, or what 
was once a white, skirt of poor material, 
patched in many places with differ- 
ent colored cloth and an

A CASE OF SUICIDE. 


The Mysterious Return of Henry Altevogt 
to His Family Explained.

wounds His wife was

step saturdted in blood. Drs. Armstrong and 
Bernays were summoned, and performed an 
operation on the man, but he died shortly be- 
fore midnight last ni ht. The man had been 
seen several times since his disappearance, 
and always appeared to be under the influence 
of liquor. is wife claimed he had on 
him when he left home, and had only 8 cents 
when found on the door-step. It was known 
he had begun the erection of a new grocery 
on Eleventh street and Newhouse avenue, 
and that he had not been able to raise money 
to complete it. He had made arrangements to 
borrow it, but the man who was to have fur- 
nished him the money failed to do so. is 
was known to havé annoyed the grocer, and 
was supposed to have started him on the spree 
and caused him to leave his home. The letter 

left by him is as follows: 
St. Louis, December 22, ’87. 

My Dran Wire KATIE AND Amn AND TIL- 
LIE, My Two DARLINGs:—AsI must say I love 
you all and I am sorry to part with 
you, but I cannot help it. saw the 
advertisement in the paper. This morning 1 
am intown. Yesterday morning I came from 
Chicago and stopped in East St. Louis. Iwas 
- looking for money, but I could not get it. 

If I told * I was Pala for money you would 
have said no, so I did not ask. Iseems like 
my friends all left me, and I will leave the 
world on Jefferson avenue and Chippewa 
street, December 22, 1887. H. ALTEVOG@T. 

Ithink you are a great deal better off, and it 
would be a disgrace for me. But don’t forget, 
it is all there what we had, and let them 
sell the property, an you will 
receive the money for you and the children. I 
will take my life forthat. Don’tfeelserry. I 
hope to go to Heaven with my parents. Don’t 
show this letter to anybody. It might harm 
you, because they might think I was killed 
and might refuse to pay the lodge money. Do 
not let them scare you. All my dues and as- 
sessments are paid. I paid Straube $ Monday 
evening.

GOLD! GOLD! GOLD! 
THE Gnzar RUSH FOR THE NEW FIELDS 
IN THE TRANSVAAL. 


Gold Fields That Will Astonish the World 
— The Flush Days of California and 
Australia Eclipsed—Plenty of @apita) 
Required to Work Claims—Dozens of 
Americans Dead Broke in Cape Town. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DisPaTcn. 

Car Town, South Africa, November 10.— 
Gold! gold! gold! and the new discoveries 
constantly being made in the Transvaal. This 
is all the people talk about in Cape Town of 
late. Hundreds are leaving by every coast- 
wise steamer for Durban and the new gold 
fields of Barberton and Witwatersrandt, mostly 
newly-arrived Englishmen, with a sprinkling 
of Californians and Australians. ‘‘Forbes’ 
concession in Swaziland is yielding 1,500 
ounces of gold per month. Quartz from the 
Witwatersrandt district running 1 ounces 
to the ton. New alluvial discoveries in the 
De Kaap Valley. These are the reports one 
hears on every hand, in the hotel corri- 
dors, in the saloons, the clubs, the railway 
station everywhere, and they keep the gold 
fever at high pressure. Are these reports 
true? Yes, every word. During the next five 
years the Transvaal, Swasiland, Zululand and 
the Matabele country gold fields are going to 
astonish the world. Of this no one need have 
any doubt. California and Australia in their 
flush days will be eclipsed by the discoveries 
and output of gold in this South African 
country and that at no very distant day. I 
have just returned from an extensive trip 
through the gold bearing country, and the 
outiook for big things in the near future is 
remarkably promising. And yet, I would 
not advise anybody to come here with the 
idea of doing anything witheut plenty 
of capital. It is not a poor man’s 
country where individual ‘‘diggers’’ can 
make fortunes with pick, pan and shovel. 
Paying placer diggings may possibly be dis- 
covered later, but at present men who should 
attempt wooing the golden calf singie handed 
as of yore on the Pacific slope would quickly 
find themselves in a fair way of starving to 
death or taking to sheep-herding, the next 
thing to it. Iknowa round dozen Americans 
dead broke in Cape Town now waiting for 
money to be sent them to return home on. It 
is the old story with each oneof them. They 
came here with enough money to take them 
out to the Transvaal and to tide them over till 
they could begin ‘‘digging gold.’’ 

ONE SAD FOOL 

I saw and talked with but yesterday. He had 
resigned a $150 a month position in Chicago last 
spring and started for this country with $2,000, 
the saving of years. He is now sling- 
ing drinks in a third-class beer house 
for his board, waiting for a remittance 


to pay his passage back to the United States. 
A few months prospecting and floating around 
without striking anything and he found him- 
self with empty pockets and sometimes even 
with an empty stomach. In the absence of 
paying placers the only 1 for individual 
effort is in prospecting. a man geta broke it 
is not always easy to get anything to do for 
all the labor about the mines and mills is done 
by Kaffirs under the superintendence of white 
foremen. The outlook for the busted Amer!- 
can is anything but brilliant. In some dis- 
tricts provisions are almost as dear as they 
were in Californiain 1849 and 1850. A £5 note 
does not amount to much in districts where 
everything of consequence has to be hauled 
bundreds of miles by wagon. I have paid 
(to reduce it to American money) 

a hundred for flour, $2 a dozen for eggs 
75 cents a pound for cheese, $1.50 fora bottle 
of beer or a can of condensed milk, with oth- 
er stuff in proportion. At these prices a fel- 
low prospecting over the country for any 
length of time wants to have plenty of money. 
The man who reaches the gold fields with but 
a few hundred dollars will find it used up 
almost before he knows what has become of 
It. It he could start 7 og into placer digging for 
his support it would be different, but the odds 
are all against his being able to do this at pres- 
ent. There are plenty of men in the De Kaap 
Valley trying placer mining, but they are 
meeting with indifferent success. I tried it 
for a couple of months prospecting and dig- 
ging, but although I had no trouble in finding 
gold it was in such small quantities that I 
could not make current expenses, and so had 
to give it up. In prospecting for quartz it is 
also equally important that a man should 

NOT BE CRAMPED FOR MONEY. 
Now-a-days a claim has got to be opened u 
and proved before it will sell or attract capital. 
Thousands were ruined by the mad specula- 
tions of last year and people are only just be- 
ginning to recover from the reaction. Twelve 
months ago everybody who had pieces of good 
quartz to show could find plenty of eager peo- 
ple anxious to investigate his claim with a 
view to purchasing or partnership. All this 
has changed with the reaction. To display 
pocket specimens and talk sell now, is to be 
regarded with suspicion or ignored entirely. 
All this comes of the inflation and the inevi- 
table collapse of lastspring. Last year Sheba 
mines that sold originally at $% sprang 
up to in next to no time. From 
5 in May and $250 b midsummer, the 
shares ran up to by Christmas. 
Other mining stocks followed suit. Every- 
body was seized with a wild mania for specu- 
lation. It was California and Consolidated 
Virginia duplicated. Servant girls in Cape 
Town and Durban and Kimberley drew their 
little hoardings from the savings banks and 
bought Sheba stock, merchants sold out their 
business and men mortgaged houses and real 
estate to swell the sum of their investments— 
the country was for the time mining-share 
mad. Last spring the bubble burst. Hun- 
dreds were ruined. Other hundreds saw the 
bard-earned savings of years swept ruthlessly 
away. Afew promoters made big fortunes. 
Having passed through the — ine vita- 
ble frenzy of gold fields went iscovered, 
mining has now settled down in the Trans- 
vaal on a solid, sensible basis. Mills are 
being brought from England by the score 
in every steamer. the Witwatersrandt 
district the gold bearing formation 
is whit is known as **banket,’’ 
a sort of conglomerate that is wonderfully 
easy to reduce. Banket can be reduced for 
leas than $5 a ton. It is composed of a sort of 
pebbly quartz cemented together by fine sill- 
cious sand. A piece of it may easily be crushed 
beneath the foot, snda little water poured 
over a lump will cause it to crumble at once. 
Suchis ‘‘banket,’’ andthe gold is contained 
chiefly in the cement. Veins of positive quartz 
are found in the same reefs as the banket, bute 
the mills are working exclusively on the lat- 
ter; so far danket runs in lodes or 
veins varying from one to twenty feet 
wide. There is such an abundanee of 
this material near the surface that it is

ATLANTA, Ga., December 24.—Senator Col- 
quitt arrived in Atlanta yesterday and will 
spend the holidays with his family at Edge- 
wood. The PostT-DISPATOH correspondent 
called on him last evening and asked: ‘‘What 
isthe outlook for Democratic harmony in 
Congress?’’

SUFFERED INTENSE AGUNY. 


Dennis Corbett of New York, Killed by a 
Cancer on the Tongue. 


NEW YORE, December 24.—Dennis Corbett, 
one ofthe most prominent and active mem- 
bers of the Clan-na-Gael, died yesterday 
morning at his residence in this city. He had 
suffered for nearly two months with a cancer 
on the tongue. In the beginning of November 
a pimple appeared upon the tongue at its root. 
It was scarcely noticed for afew days, but it 


grew so much in size and became go painful 
that Drs. —— and McGrann were 
summoned. Notwithstanding their earnest 
efforts to prevent the growth of tho 
malady, the cancer became in ashort time as 
big as an egg and Mr. Corbett was unable to 
take solid food of any kind. The sweliing in- 
creased daily until the left side of his neck re- 
sembleda bladder. Milk was the only food of 
any kind that the patient could assimilate, 
and finally he was unable to take scarcely a 
tubeful of that at one time. Mr. Corbett, 
during his terrible ordeal, was fre- 
quently attacked with fits of choking, due 
to the clogging up of the throat by 
the bi lump at its entrance. His 
powerful frame was reduced to a comparative 
skeleton, and early yesterday morning he 
died, suffering the mostintense agony. His 
inability to receive nourishment is thought to 
have precipitated his end. 

Mr. Corbett was one of the Fenians who 
sought to invade Canada, and was always 
ready to contribute to measures to the 
freedom of Ireland. He was six feet high and 
of strong constitution. He seldom smoked 
and never drank liquor. It is not known how 
he contracted his disease.
